The Penny Post Card was born in Austria in 1869 and did not become popular in America till the turn of 
the century and with the bulk of the world’s supply coming from Germany—WWI sent the hobby into hiber- 
nation and except for the ground hog coming out in the late 1950’s to see his shadow and create a spurt of 
interest in card collecting the hobby has laid dormant till the 1960’s when Walter Corson’s book ‘‘Know Your 
Cards And Their Values” put post card collecting on a par with other collectables late in the 1950's. 


In 1946 post cards were 2/5¢ at any shop by the album and no cards were offered loose till the early 
1950's. At the end of WWII the only clubs were Post Card Collectors Club of America—Kansas and Post 
Card Collectors Magazine—Los Angeles. Also, dealers like L. W. Paine, Albany N. Y. offering 33 cards 
@ $1.00 with many categories including Рап. Pacif. Expo.—Flag Cancels—Old Valentines—Santas—Street 
Cars—etc. plus your choice of a fabulous free item with each dollar purchase and no postage charge!! 


Today any collectable card is 25¢—-Set and Series Cards $1.00 to $5.00 with elusive cards in the $10.00 
to $20.00 range per card. About 2596 of antiques dealers now carry post cards in their inventory. Flea 
Marketer's without knowledge sell collectable cards for 104 and non-collectables for as much as a dollar 
each. Flea Markets are a good source of supply plus your established shows and card dealers. To ferret 
out cards today you need the wisdom of a lawyer, the prudence of a scotchman, and the patience of a monk 
plus a percentage of good luck by being at the right place at the right time. We accumulated a million cards 
and in 1966 gleaned them down to fifty thousand. Only 596 of all printed subjects are collectable. Hence, 
the sharp rise in prices these past two years once dealers realized only 5% of their investments were sale- 
able to the collector who knows the market. 


Now, "Spring has Sprung’’—the hobby is in full bloom. With several current publications on post cards 
and clubs mushrooming in most major cities and postcard shows and conventions thru-out the U. S. A. 
postcard collecting will become a serious contender to the many facets of antiques investments. |n our 
opinion you can still get in on the ground floor monetarily and even add a few years to your life. 


Anticipation is the secret of longevity of life. We have been retired 8 yrs. now and there are not enough 
hours in the days and the nights are too short. We look forward to each day with expectations and include 
postcards in our many pleasures.

Everyone has his own opinion. | have been accused 
of being too high, too low, and just right in my pricing of post cards. | can't please everyone, so | just 
state that the prices are MY OPINION. | have been helped in this book on pricing by many men who have vast 
amounts of experience in buying and selling for over 125 years collectively. One basic premise used in 
pricing is that if a card sold for $10, then it is worth $10. If an offer of $10 is made and refused, then 
it is worth the $10. We all believe that if someone pays $10 for a card, then it is worth $10 or more. 
If you have been a collector of cards for many years and have paid 2¢ for cards listed in this book for $20, 
you may be shocked. It may be hard for you to understand that the cards you buy or sell or pass by for 
256 ог 50¢ are worth $20 to some collectors, but that's reality. You may still pass them by and not want 
them for 56, but this doesn't mean everyone out in the collecting world feels the same Way as you.

If you use a magnifying glass you will be able to read most of the details and fine print. In this book 
each card is numbered from 1 to 955. | hope collectors can use these numbers in trading and selling. 
You may not have the exact card, but one of a similar set or series. If another collector has my book, 
then you can refer to Bear set No. 195. 


CONDITION and CANCELLATION OF POST CARDS 


All of the cards pictured in this book are in near mint condition. Always buy a rare card in poor or fair 
condition, if the price is right, because you can replace it in the future with some luck. Some collectors 
are not fussy about condition but, when you go to resell them, condition is important for getting full value. 
MAILED CARDS: Cancellations have become very important in the past few years because of reproductions 
and a greater interest in postmarks and stamps. Sometimes a good cancellation doubles or triples the value 
of a card, depending upon the subject. In some subjects a cancellation doesn't make a difference. 
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“PIONEER CARDS” 1869-1898 

Any card made before May 19, 1898 is called a ''Pioneer''. 
The Pioneer Era dates from 1869 to May 19, 1898. The

You may find a Pioneer card postmarked after 1898, but it is 
still considered a pioneer. It is the maker and back of the card 
that determines the Pioneer type, and not the date. For 
EXAMPLE No. 13 is postmarked Jan. 6, 1908, but it still was

The reason cards made before May 19, 1898 are called “Pioneer”: 


The word pioneer means to open or prepare for others to follow. The souvenir or mail card before May 19, 
1898 progressed very slowly in America because of strict postal laws by our government. Then on May 19, 
1898 a change in the laws favored the manufacturing and mailing of cards, thus the Pioneer days were 
over for the cards and the boom was on for cards to be mailed by the millions. 


The act of May 19, 1898 stated that privately published cards should be titled Private Mailing Card and 
one more change came on Dec. 24, 1901 when the U. S. Government ordered the words "POST CARD" 
be used on all cards.

The words “Gruss Aus” or “Gruss Von” seen on post cards means “greetings from" in German. These types 
of post cards were printed in Germany in the 1890's. Around 1892 a new printing development in Germany 
produced better quality cards that stimulated sending of cards. Most used cards will have writing on the 
picture side because the opposite side was only for the address. Notice the different scenes of towns on 
some cards. This is typical of most Gruss Aus cards. All Gruss Aus cards will be postmarked prior to 
May 19, 1898. All cards on this page are in color. 
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UNITED STATES POSTAL CARDS—a Pioneer card—VALUE $5 to $20 Each 


Government Postals are cards that have imprinted stamps on them. U. S. Postal cards major Purpose was 
for advertising of goods and services. What should be looked for is the reverse side to see if there is any 
printed advertising on the Postal. If there is, then the value is greater than if there is only a written 
personal message. The cancellation on a Postal is really important to some collectors, but that is a life- 
time study. U. S. Postals can be dated from 1861 to May 19, 1898 that ends the Pioneer era. The dates 
can be the key to the real value since cancellations are more important to some collectors rather than the 
subject matter on the Postal. Look for important advertising messages that are also quite collectible.

The prices are for the cards pictured. A different card, depending upon the subject may have more or less 
value with the same signature. Look for signatures, they are the up and coming thing. What would you 
rather have, a signed Tiffany or unsigned piece of art glass??

Not many people are aware of this 
collecting field. Usually cancellation and stamp collectors look for territorial post cards.

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BIOGRAPHY OF POST CARD ARTISTS 


BRUNDAGE, FRANCES was born in 1854 in Newark, New Jersey and died in 1937 at the age of 83. Like other 
artists just starting,out she illustrated for childrens’ books. Her first major drawings for post cards were 
for Raphael Tuck from the years 1908 to 1910. From there she worked for Samuel Gabriel from 1910 to 
1913. Her last known series was in 1916. Her beautiful children makes her signed work very collectible. 
SEE page 60, card No. 742 for a SAMPLE OF HER WORK. 


CHRISTY, HOWARD CHANDLER was born in Morgan County, Ohio on January 10, 1873. Howard died in 1952 
at the age of 79 still working on his favorite past time, drawing. His most famous works were for 
magazines and he was most noted for his beautiful American girls, mainly the Gibson girl type. Most 
of his work in post cards was for the Moffat, Yard, & Company of New York. Mr. Christy, when young, 
had the opportunity to serve as a Rough Rider in the Santiago Campaign in the Spanish-American War 
in 1898. SEE page 62, card No. 760 and page 64, card No. 790. 


CLAPPSADDLE, ELLEN H. was born in South Columbia, New York on January 8, 1865 and died January 7, 
1934 at the age of 68. Ellen graduated from high school when she was 17 from Richfield Springs 
Seminary in 1882. There she showed her talent for designing, writing, and drawing. Her first work 
for pay was in the field of portraits and landscapes and her illustrations were used for booklets, wedding 
books, and calenders. Her big chance came when she went to work for International Art Publishing Co. 
in New York and then she worked for Wolf Brothers four years later. Mr. Wolf sent her to Germany to 
work on post cards. Mr. Wolf and Ellen invested all their money in Germany and both lost everything 
when World War | came along. They both returned to America to start over again. Ellen continued to 
draw in New York until ill health forced her to give up her much loved work. She is noted for her Chil- 
dren Post cards. SEE page 29 for many examples. 


DWIGGINS CLARE VICTOR ‘‘DWIG” was born in Wilmington, Ohio in 1873 and was to become one of America's 
great comic artists. He quit school at 16 for a job in an Architect’s office. When he was 24 in 1897 
he went to work for the St. Louis Post Dispatch where he started his career as a cartoonist for $2 per 
week and a free lunch. He had many jobs and worked hard developing his insight for the comic and 
satire in his own style. In later years, he worked as a free-lancer, designing and cartooning for post cards 
and books. His post card work was published in 1903 by Raphael Tuck. His work went to Tuck’s New 
York office drawn in pen & ink and by the time other artists touched up his work Dwiggins hardly recog- 
nized it. Dwiggins' most noted series are Don't If, Never, Smiles, Ophelia, Jollies, Follies, Toast, Moon, 
Oyster Girl, Mirror Girl, How Can You Do It On, and many, many more sets and series. See page 64 No. 
791-92, Page 65 No. 793, Page 66 No. 809, 811, 817, 819. 


FISHER, HARRISON was born in Brooklyn, New York and died in 1934 after a short illness. Many of his most 
noted works are very popular with collectors. Some of his famous series include "American Girls", 
"Bewitching Maiden’’, "Leisure Moments", and many others. Mr. Fisher also is noted for his works 
in the Saturday Evening Post and Puck magazines. 


GASSAWAY, CATHERINE was very noted for her child illustrations on post cards. She worked for the 
Rotograph Company, Tuck, National Art, and the Ullman Company. Her cards date from 1906 to 1910. 
SEE page 52, card No. 757. 


GREENWAY, KATE was born in London, England on March 17, 1846 and died on November 6, 1901 at the 
age of 55. When she was only 22 she had her first exhibition of her watercolors and drawings at 
the Dudley Gallery in London. Her early works were children, young girls, landscapes and flowers. Her 
most noted style was the clothing and styles of the early nineteenth century. Many experts give her 
credit for setting the style of childrens’ dress from her drawings. It is unfortunate that her early death 
before the post card craze came limits the number of her signed cards in the collecting field. SEE 
page 13, No. 70. 


KLEIN CATHERINE worked for many post card companies and was most noted for her beautiful flowers. 
Her work is still carried on with the Hallmark Company making reprints of her early work. SEE page 
60, card No. 738. 


LARSEN, L. H. ‘‘DUDE’’ was born in Grand County, Utah and was noted for being one of the cowboy artists. 
He was very active in the cattle business until the depression when his family went broke like many 
others in business. He had always liked to draw and paint his cowboy friend, but he never realized 
that he would someday fall upon his hobby for his livelyhood. In 1938 he was commissioned by the 
U. S. Government to paint murals in Washington. He met many influential men who recommended 
that his work should be published for the whole country to see. When he returned home to Utah in 
the early 1940's "Dude" started publishing reproductions of his work on post cards and sold over 
10 million before the interest declined in his work. His wife Dot Larsen also did some drawings for 
post cards and her work, signed is rare. SEE page 61, card No. 752. 


O'NEILL, ROSE was the creator of the Kewpie Doll in 1909. Her Kewpie post cards are one of the most 
collectables ranking along with the Sunbonnet Babies. There are over 200 known signed Rose O'Neill 
post cards. She is also noted for her rhymed stories and sketches. Her major employer was the Gibson 
Art Company. Rose died in Springfield, Missouri an April 6, 1944. SEE page 47. 


OPPER, FREDERICK B. was born in Madison, Ohio. Fred drew for Puck, Leslie's Magazine, New York Journal, 
and many others. Mr. Opper was the originator of the “Happy Holligan" post card series, which was 
his favorite type of work, the comic. Later on in life he designed post cards for a Boston Company 
named the Mutual Book Company. The Happy Holligan reflected his life style. He never gave up his 
freedom for an 8 to 5 drawing job. SEE page 60, Card No. 735. 


OUTCAULT, RICHARD FELTON was born in Lancaster, Ohio on January 14, 1863. His formal education 
was at McMicker College and later on in life he went to Paris for more training in art and drawing. Mr. 
Outcault got married in 1890 and then moved to New York City to find work. He worked for the 
Electrical Railway Journal as a draftsman. In his spare time he fooled around with drawing comic 
pictures. He worked part time sending comic drawings to ''Truth", a weekly Journal with a poor 
reputation and submitted other drawings to "Life" and “Judge”. His big break came on Sunday, 
November 18, 1894 when he inaugurated the “funny paper” for the New York Herald. His first draw- 
ing was entitled “The Origin of the Species". Later he produced ''Hogan's Alley" and its hero the 
"Yellow Kid". His real big success came when “Buster Brown" and his dog Tige appeared in the 
Herald. Buster Brown brought Outcault a fortune and companies all over the world wanted his work. 
Outcault also published several books on Buster Brown as well as many post cards. Outcault retired 
from active work about 10 years before his death in 1928. SEE page 26 for many samples of his fine 
work. 


PETLEY, BOB was born in Akron, Ohio. Because of poor health he moved to Arizona where he found his life 
calling in the beauty of the West. He started working for a Phoenix newspaper drawing ads for local 
merchants. In his leisure time he drew cartoons. He loved drawing tourists as they tried to play the 
"role" of cowboys. It was the satire of ''role" playing that Bob enjoyed putting down on paper. 
Mr. Petley borrowed some money to put his ideas on post cards which really didn't work out. Petley 
then got into scenic viewcards and worked with color photographers and got their work on Kodachrome 
post cards. Petley was the first to have the idea of putting round corners on cards so they wouldn't 
get damaged. 


RUSSELL, CHARLES M. was born on March 19, 1864 in Oak Hill, Missouri. Charles had two desires when he 
was young: 1. to go west and be a cowboy; 2. be an artist. He achieved both of his dreams. In 1880, 
at 16, he went West working on ranches and when he was a young man started on the road of becoming 
one of America's great Western artists. Russell's first published work appeared in Harper's in 1888 
when one of his paintings was used. Two years later a New York firm published 14 of his early oils in 
a series, called A Study of Western Life. Russell's great change came in 1896 when he married an 
ambitious women who saw much talent in her husband's work. She was a great influence on his 
artistic life and encouraged him to go on to bigger and better art work. In 1903 they made the big step 
and went to New York where she and Charles sold some of his paintings and established contact with 
some publishers for his drawings. From that point on, Russell's reputation grew and he was on his way. 
At one time Russell had the distinction of having sold the highest priced oil painting for an American 
living artist. The prince of Wales (Edward Windsor) in 1919 saw one of Russell's oil paintings in Cal- 
gary, Canada and bought it for $10,000. It is still in England. 
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WALL, BERNHARDT DR. was born in Buffalo, New York on December 30, 1872. His interest in drawing 
began at an early age. At 17 he was working as a Litho artist. Wall tried to get professional help in art 
schools when he was 18, but the schools told him they couldn’t help him, he already had the talent. 
Wall then opened his own studio and began to teach. His Army enlistment in the Spanish-American War 
cut short his career for a time. This experience was a benefit to him when World War 1 came along for it 
gave him the experience to put his knowledge of military life into illustrations on post cards. An interest- 
ing story of Wall and the Ullman company is that Mr. Ullman had Wall drawing pictures for their picture 
framing business. One day Wall learned that a post card company copied one of his pictures and put it on 
a post card. Wall went to Mr. Ullman with the idea he would be mad about it, but Mr. Ullman said if it is 
good enough for them to steal, then we will get into the post card business, and thus the start of the 
Ullman Company with Wall doing most of its early work. Wall’s first important series was published in 
1905 and was called the Sun-Bonnett Kids, which we are all familiar with. He also did the series; Days 
of the Week, Hours of the Day, Months of the Year, Seasons, and the Senses. Wall worked commercially 
from 1902 to 1913 working for Ullman, Gibson Post Card Co., and the Illustrated Post Card Company 
for a salary of $8,000 a year on a two year contract. Wall became unhappy with his post card illustrat- 
ing and wanted a new challenge. He then worked in the etching field and gained much fame. His 
greatest undertaking was a large volume of 523 etchings on the subject, ‘‘Following Abraham Lincoln”. 
Dr. Bernhardt Wall died in 1956 in Los Angeles at the age of 83 just before he was to complete one of 
his most important works which is still not known to the public. SEE page 62, No. 759— page 63, No. 
773, page 71. 


ZIMMERMAN, EUGENE (ZIM) is noted for his caricature of men and women. For many years he was the most 
popular cartoonist for Judge Magazine. His covers and illustrated jokes made him the talk of the 
magazine world. For over 40 years his work was laughed at in the New York World and Chicago news- 
papers. His original work started in 1885 and he was never known to draw the same type of material 
more than once. When one looks at a Zim illustration it is easy to recognize his work by the comic 
feet on his subjects. Many other artists tried to copy his style, but there was only one Zim. No one 
could ever take his place in the comic art world. SEE page 61, No. 753.

A BRIEF HISTORY OF RAPHAEL TUCK AND SONS 


Tuck cards can be found in most collections. The inexperienced collector may think all Tuck’s are quality 
and collectable because of the name Tuck, but that’s not the case. Sometimes you will find a poor quality 
Tuck compared to some of the very best quality. 


According to European customs of Royalty the right to grant patents to tradesmen was bestowed to Mr. 
Tuck by Queen Alexandra of Saxony (Germany). The patent of Art Publishers to the Queen Alexandra to Tuck 
was later changed to Art Publishers to Their Majesties the King and Queen. Early Tuck work in Germany 
was in the art field using lithography. Greeting cards were the next step and when the post card craze 
came, Tuck’s company went into full production making cards by the millions. 


Early Tuck’s can be identified only by seeing a tiny easel in the corner on the picture side. Later cards 
are easy to identify. Brand names used by Tuck include the common “‘Oilette’’ and rarer “Charmette”, 
"Raphotype", "Rapholette", and ''Aquarette"'. 


Mr. Tuck started in 1866 with his company making almost every type of card known. His move from 
Germany to London with his skilled lithography improved the quality of cards and brought culture in the 
form of paper to the entire world. In 1871 the first massed produced Christmas Cards were made and sold 
by Tuck. In 1910 Tuck had over 5,000 different Christmas Card designs. 


In the peak of the post card craze, over 15,000 different types of post cards were available to the buyer. 
There was even a post card club set up for Tuck collectors. On most Tuck brown envelopes it states, 
"write for Post Card list including the annual issue of Tuck's Post Card Exchange Register, containing the 
names and addresses of over 1,000 Ladies and Gentlemen, in all parts of the world, who will exchange 
Tuck's Post Cards with you." This dates 1908. 


In 1914 just before the post card started to dwindle in interest and use, Tuck came out with the Oilette 
series while setting up the New York office. Lot's of luck if your trying to complete all the Oilette sets and 
series. It is believed that there are between 12,000 to 15,000 different ''Oilette" subjects. 


It has been well said that A “TUCK” POST CARD IS A PRESENT TO THE CHILD; A HANDCLASP TO THE 
MAN; A KISS TO THE MAIDEN; A MEMORY TO THE OLD. 


THE STORY OF THE MACERATED MONEY POST CARD (SEE CARD No. 76 on Page 13) 


On the back cover of this book is a picture of a Macerated Money Post Card. This card was made out of old 
paper money that was ground up and made into paper stock. From this gray-green stock post cards were 
printed and sold by the U. S. Government to raise revenue just like the postage stamp business today. 
Strickly a gimmick. Also, on the back cover, on the top left, is a picture showing the ‘‘Macerator’’ the ma- 
chine that actually ground up the old money before it was made into paper stock. This card has a value 
of $10. The right top card shows a woman working on a machine numbering currency. On the safe is the 
actual card made from $1, $5, and $10 bills. If you look real close with a magnifying glass you can see 
parts of the bills in the grain of the paper. This card has a value of $100 because of the cancellation in 
1905 from Washington, D. C. If the card was mint, and unused, then the value would be $35. This card 
is very rare because today's old money is not Macerated, but burned up in large supervised furnaces. They 
don't make paper stock out of money today. It just goes up in smoke.
